Gentlemen, — 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Town 
for  1932. 

There  were  no  serious  epidemics  during  the  year. 

It  seems  likely  that  the  problem  of  slum  clearance  will 
be  dealt  with  during  1933,  though  no  definite  action  was 
taken  during  1932. 

The  increased  water  supply  will  enable  the  conversion 
of  pail  closets  to  be  commenced  if  the  Sanction  of  the 
Ministry  is  granted.  It  must  be  remembered,  however, 
that  the  sewage  works  are  already  continuously  overworked 
and  the  sewers  also  require  attention  and  enlargement.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  general  provisions 
since  1931. 

For  the  use  of  the  Ambulance,  which  is  available  for  non- 
infectious  cases,  the  following  charges  were  brought  into 
operation  in  October,  1932: 

1.  To  Sheffield,  £1. 

2.  To  Nottingham  and  Chesterfield,  10/-. 

3.  To  Mansfield  5/-  for  return  journey 
(including  half-an-hour  waiting  time),  and 
2/-  per  hour  waiting  time  beyond  the  half- 
hour. 

4.  To  other  hospitals  at  proportionate  mileage 

rates,  but  the  ambulance  not  to  go  beyond  the 
25  miles  radius. 

5.  Street  accidents  to  Ratepayers  taken  to  their 
houses  in  Sutton  free. 

6.  The  ambulance  driver  to  have  a  receipt  book 
and  collect  the  money  at  the  time,  and  to 
report  when  he  fails  to  obtain  payment. 

Infectious  Diseases, — The  charges  for  cases  treated  at 
Worksop  Isolation  Hospital  were  reduced  to  £4  4s.  Od. 
per  week.  There  is  no  charge  for  removal.  Where 
considered  essential,  cases  of  diphtheria  may  be  removed 
to  Worksop  at  a  similar  charge,  or  to  Sheffield  at  a  cost 
of  £5  5s.  Od.  per  week  and  2/6  per  mile  each  way. 
There  is  no  definite  agreement  drawn  up  with  the  author¬ 
ities  concerned,  who  reserve  the  right  to  decline  or  accept 
the  cases. 


LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE.

Annual  Death  Rate 
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CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 


It  was  decided  to  transfer  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre  to  Forest  Lodge,  and  to  erect  and  equip 
an  additional  hut  for  this  purpose.  This  will  be  done 
during  1933. 

During  1932  seventeen  maternity  cases  were  sent  to 
Mansfield  Hospital  at  a  cost  of  £156  18s.  Od.  The 
average  stay  in  hospital  was  23  35  days.  The  amount 
recovered  during  the  year  was  £  1  4  3s.  Od. 

Thirty-six  sterilised  maternity  outfits  were  sold  at  the 
Ante  Natal  Clinic  at  their  cost  price  of  3s.  3d.  each. 

The  attendances  at  the  Clinic  continue  to  increase,  and 
three  sessions  each  month  will  be  necessary  in  1933. 

1 .  Midwives. — Six  midwives  practice  in  the  area. 

2.  Maternal  Mortality. — There  were  two  cases  of 
puerperal  pyrexia  notified.  One  was  seen  by  a 
consultant  at  a  cost  of  £5  5s.  Od.  Both  cases 
were  treated  at  home.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Two  ante  natal  cases  were  visited  by  Mr.  Malkin 
at  a  cost  of  £4  4s.  Od. 
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3.  There  are  two  Health  Visitors,  and  the  visiting 
of  children  aged  1-5  years  is  adequately  performed 

4.  Children  Act,  1 908.— The  Health  Visitors  carry 
out  this  work.  There  were  five  foster-parents  and 
five  children  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1932. 
No  proceedings  were  taken. 

5.  Orthopaedic  Treatment — Cases  are  treated  either 
as  out-patients  at  Mansfield  Hospital  or  in-patients  at 
Harlow  Wood  Hospital.  The  cost  of  the  former  was 
£5  1  5s.  Od.  No  cases  were  treated  in  Harlow  Wood.

There  are  twenty  houses  taking  water  supplies  from 
shallow  wells,  six  of  which  are  known  to  be  unsatisfactory 
in  quality. 

(b)  The  whole  supply  from  Rushley  Waterworks  be¬ 
came  available  for  Sutton-in-Ashfield  from  November, 
when  Huthwaite  and  Skegby  ceased  to  be  served.

(ii.)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING:— 

(a)  Dry  house  refuse  is  collected  and  removed  in 
covered  motor  waggons  once  a  week. 

(b)  Refuse  from  pail  closets  is  removed  once  a  week. 
The  receptacles  are  disinfected  with  antiseptic  powder, 
which  is  supplied  by  the  Council. 

Both  (a)  and  (b)  are  done  by  contractors. 

(c)  Dry  house  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  the  controlled 
method  of  tipping.  In  October  it  was  decided  to  level 
up  the  sports  ground  in  Priestsic  Road  by  tipping.  The 
work  here  is  being  carried  out  extremely  efficiently,  and 
the  co-operation  of  the  public  is  appreciated.  The  tips 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Council. 

(d)  The  contractors  dispose  of  the  refuse  from  pail 
closets.  This  material  is  spread  over  suitable  fields. 

(e)  Cesspools  are  emptied  when  necessary. 

(f)  The  contents  are  disposed  of  on  suitable  land. 

Both  (e)  and  (f)  are  carried  out  by  the  owners  or 
occupiers,  subject  to  the  usual  restrictions.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES:— 

There  is  one  Knacker  Yard  and  one  Tripe  Boiler  in  the 
area.  A  petition  was  received  complaining  of  the  of¬ 
fensive  effluvia  from  the  Knacker  Yard.  The  complaint 
was  investigated  and  was  still  under  consideration  at  the 
end  of  1932.  The  chief  cause  of  the  nuisance  appeared 
to  be  the  method  of  disposal  of  the  liquid  residue. 

DISPOSAL  OF  THE  DEAD:— 

85  exhumations  were  carried  out  during  November 
and  December,  and  the  re-burial  was  accomplished  with 
proper  precautions.  This  was  necessary  in  order  to 
complete  a  path  to  the  new  part  of  the  cemetery. 

RAG  AND  FLOCK  ACTS:— 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  area. 

SCHOOLS:— 

The  water  supply  of  the  Schools  is  satisfactory.  The 
sanitary  arrangements  for  the  staff  at  one  school  are  in¬ 
adequate.  In  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  contacts  in  the 
same  family  are  excluded  from  school  during  the  incuba¬ 
tion  period  of  the  disease  or,  when  necessary,  until  the 
patient  has  become  free  from  infection. 

ULTRA  VIOLET  RADIATION:— 

The  average  for  the  year  was  0.61.  The  maximum 
reading  was  1.39  in  May,  and  the  minimum  0.15  in 
October.

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Eight  outworkers’  lists  were  received  during  the  year, 
notifying  61  workers  (including  four  lists  from  other 
local  authorities  in  respect  of  8  outworkers) . 

Seven  lists,  notifying  25  outworkers,  were  sent  out  to 
other  local  authorities. 

SECTION  D.  HOUSING. 

At  the  end  of  1930  there  were  528  unfit  houses  in 
the  area.  At  the  end  of  1932  there  were  5  1  2  remaining, 
of  which  19  were  closed,  leaving  a  total  of  493  occupied, 
unfit  houses. 

No  definite  action  has  been  taken  to  clear  slum  prop¬ 
erty.  Various  discussions  have  taken  place,  and  it  '3 
hoped  to  start  on  the  IdlewelU  area  in  1933. 

A  census  of  unfit  areas  was  taken  and  showed  the 
following  overcrowding:  Working  Class  Families  with 
children,  62  families;  Working  Class  Families  without 
children,  1  1  ;  and  in  addition,  Working  Class  Families  in 
other  areas,  7  families. 

There  are  many  other  houses  overcrowded,  chiefly 
owing  to  more  than  one  family  occupying  them. 
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Two  families  were  provided  with  Council  houses  on 
account  of  overcrowding.  In  several  instances  notices 
were  served  on  occupiers  to  abate  overcrowding.  These 
were  not  complied  with,  and  no  further  action  was  taken 
by  the  Council,  as  no  alternative  accommodation  could  be 
found. 

The  conditions  under  which  many  people  in  unfit 
houses  are  compelled  to  live  are  miserable  in  the  extreme. 

Few,  if  any,  repairs  are  carried  out,  and  when  they  are, 
the  result  is  quite  inadequate  to  make  the  houses  fit. 
Naturally,  owners  cannot  be  expected  to  spend  money 
repairing  property  they  know  must  sooner  or  later  be 
demolished,  and  the  owners  of  this  type  of  property  are 
in  many  cases  unable  to  afford  to  have  any  repairs  car¬ 
ried  out. 

The  provision  of  houses  for  families,  one  or  more  of 

whose  members  is  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  would  be 
a  great  advantage,  both  to  the  patient  and  the  family. 
In  several  instances  patients  improve  under  sanatorium 
treatment,  but  relapse  and  infect  others  on  their  return 
to  an  unsuitable  house.

KNACKER  YARDS:— 

There  is  one  Registered  Knacker  Yard  in  the  district, 
which  is  regularly  visited,  and  to  which  diseased  meat 
and  carcases  are  sent  to  be  destroyed. 

Nineteen  animals  or  carcases  were  dealt  with  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  and  in  every  case  supervised. 
Sixteen  of  these  were  sent  in  by  outside  Authorities,  the 
remaining  three  being  from  farms  and  premises  in  our 
own  area.  The  total  weight  of  these  nineteen  carcases, 
including  offals,  was  7,792  lbs.,  of  which  7,042  lbs.  was 
destroyed. 

In  addition,  4,648  lbs.  of  English  Beef  was  found  in 
the  course  of  the  ordinary  inspection  of  slaughter-houses, 
butchers’  shops,  and  the  market,  to  be  unfit  for  food  and 
was  destroyed.

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital.  A  Conference  at 
Worksop  was  attended  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  using 
the  Infectious  Hospital  there.  No  definite  agreement 
was  reached.  The  principle  of  a  central  Hospital,  as 
suggested  by  the  County  Council,  was  agreed  to  subject 
to  a  revision  of  opinion  when  more  details  of  the  Scheme 
were  forthcoming. 
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SMALLPOX:— 

No  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  during  1932. 

No  Vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention) 
Regulations,  1917. 

With  the  exception  of  a  widespread  epidemic  of 
chicken  pox,  there  was  nothing  remarkable  in  the  incid¬ 
ence  of  the  infectious  diseases. 


DIPHTHERIA:— 

There  were  two  deaths.  Antitoxin  was  given 
in  both  cases.  Tracheotomy  was  performed  in  the 
patient’s  home  by  Mr.  Glass  in  another  case.  The 
child’s  life  was  thereby  saved.  The  operation  fee  of 
£2 1  Os.  Od.  was  paid  by  the  Council. 


Five  cases  occurred  in  Harlow  Wood  Hospital.  None 
were  residents  of  Sutton-in-Ashfield.  Three  cases  were 
removed  to  their  own  homes  by  the  Mansfield  Infectious 
Disease  Ambulance  at  a  cost  of  £3  3s.  Od.  One  was 
removed  to  Worksop  Isolation  Hospital  at  a  cost  of 
£3  3s.  Od.  One  was  removed  to  Bagthorpe  Isolation 
Hospital  free  of  charge.  Swabs  were  taken  from  all 


contacts.

ENTERIC  FEVER:— 

Four  cases  occurred.  One  was  residing  in  Huthwaite 
at  the  time  of  the  illness  which  proved  fatal.  One  was 
a  contact  from  the  Huthwaite  case.  This  was  an  infection 
by  B.  Typhosus.  There  was  no  evidence  of  the  source 
of  infection.  Another  proved  to  be  infection  by  B.  Para 
Typhosus  B.  Nursing  help  was  provided  at  a  cost  of  £14 
6s.  1  ^d.  in  the  latter  case.  In  addition  to  these  three 
cases  one  other  death  was  certified  as  being  from  acute 
enteric  fever.  Death  occurred  before  the  diagnosis 

could  be  confirmed. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA:— 

Two  cases  occurred  with  no  deaths. 

Incidence  per  1,000  Births,  4.5.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  8.5. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER:— 

No  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  occurred.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  3.3  per  1,000  births. 
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PNEUMONIA:— 

Cases  occurred  throughout  the  year  with  a  maximum 
incidence  in  March  (6  cases). 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  MENINGITIS:— 

Six  cases  occurred.  All  were  removed  to  hospital. 
There  were  two  deaths: — 

January,  1  case. 

March,  2  cases. 

July,  1  case  (fatal) . 

August,  2  cases  (one  fatal). 

Both  fatal  cases  occurred  in  adolescents.
